This report, Oklahoma Start Right - Healthy Families America, is provided to meet the requirements 
in Title 63, O.S. 1-227, the Child Abuse Prevention Act. The Office of Child Abuse Prevention 
contracts with 13 local agencies to provide home visitation services across the state. 

During State Fiscal Year 2016, the Office of Child Abuse Prevention served a total of 672 families. 
Some of the outcomes included maintaining or increasing household income, gaining employment 
and furthering education. Although this is a high risk population, no Healthy Families America 
children served in 2016 were reported to the Oklahoma Department of Human Services (OKDHS) as 
a potential victim of sexual abuse. Furthermore, 93% have never had a confirmed child 
maltreatment case with OKDHS.
